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1861— This  battle  flag 
of  the  6th  Regiment, 
Kentucky  Volunteers,  of 
the  Confederate  Army, 
was  captured  at  the 
battle  of  Jonesboro, 
September  1,  1864. 
Only  a  handful  of  sol- 
diers was  left  to  defend 
it  when  it  was  lost. 


Throughout  the  War 
Between  the  States, 
Nicola  Marschall  served 
as  a  First  Lieutenant 
under  General  Richard 
Taylor's  command  of 
engineers.  His  work 
consisted  mainly  of  mak- 
ing sketches  of  Federal 
defen ses,  planning 
bridges  and  fortifica- 
tions. He  came  to  Louis- 
ville after  the  war.
